FROM HIS YOUTH TO PARLIAMENT. 

The great-grandfather of the Protector was a person 
w l,o was designated in legal documents as “ Richard 
Cromwell alias Williams,” and the same alias continued 
in the family down to the time of Oliver, who sometimes 
made use of it in his younger days. Two letters are 
extant addressed by Richard Cromwell to the famous 
Thomas Cromwell, Earl of Essex, the Vicar-General of 
Henry VIII., and in both of them he subscribes himself | 
“ your most bounden nephew.” In one of these epistles 
he expresses his devotion to the service of the Earl, add 
ing “ as nature and also your manifold kindness bindeth. 
To account for the alias of Richard Cromwell, and his | 
relationship to his more celebrated namesake, it has been 
asserted that his father was a Williams, who married the 
sister of the future Vicar-General, and subsequently called 
himself after the prosperous house with which he had 
contracted an alliance. Of this marriage there is no 
trustworthy evidence, and when Bishop Goodman, in a 
dedication to the Protector, alluded to his connection 1 
with the minister of Henry VIII., Cromwell replied, “ my 
family has no relation to his.” The denial is counte¬ 
nanced by the circumstance that a Sir William Williams 
married one of the daughters of the Lord Cromwell who 
lived in the reign of Henry VI., and was the last heir 
male of his line. The conjunction of the names of Wil¬ 
liams and Cromwell would be thus explained by a real 
instead of a doubtful marriage ; and the Earl of Essex, 
whose father was a blacksmith, may have been glad to 
discover a kinsman in a race of higher lineage than hi 
own, while his “ most bounden nephew a term said no 
to have been strictly applied in those days to a brother’ 
or sister’s son—may, on his part, have welcomed the claim 
for the sake of the substantial benefits it was to bring.

As 
one of the originators of that wise fun which has distin¬ 
guished the periodical literature of the present time, he 
must hold a conspicuous place; while thousands who 
remember sly hits and droll turns of thought, and exqui¬ 
site plays upon words, that bear his name as author, will 
also remember, as a charm, that none of them were unjust, 
and none of them telling by their ill-nature.

The reading of Dr. Hamlin’s paper elicited remarks 
from several gentleman of the association, among them 
from Dr. Wilson, of Canada, who had seen and copied 
the inscriptions referred to, the importance of which all 
acknowledged. It is stated that they were cut very deep 
in the rock with a sharp instrument, but there was no one 
present who was able to determine whether or not the 
characters were Runic. Mr. Schoolcraft, than whom no 
one is more familiar with the Indian figures and signs, j 
declared that the Maine inscriptions bore no resemblance 
to the Algonquin figures. It was also stated that a few 
years since, there were discovered on the coast of Maine, 
the remains of chimneys and other evidences that some 
foreigners had visited it at a very remote period, as the 
spot was now covered with large forest trees. As the 
Ind ians never built chimneys, or left any durable traces of 
their habitations, there is every reason to suppose that 
the remains referred to were the work of some foreign 
people. 

The Dighton Rock was also discussed on the occasion 
referred to, but no one came forward to advocate its claim 
work of the ancient Vikings of the North ; although 
is stated that there were certain marks on it, among 
the ruder figures (the Indian origin of which is too evi¬ 
dent), which bore considerable resemblance to Runic 
characters. Several Runic inscriptions have been found 
in Greenland, as well as the remains of a stone church, all 
of which go to sustain the evidence recorded in the Ice¬ 
landic Sagas, of the occupation of that country in the 
tenth and _ subsequent centuries. Another and equally I 
important inscription, in the same ancient character, was 
discovered, a few years since, by a whaling ship, on the 
coast near the entrance to Lansaster Sound, at the head 
of Baffin’s Bay, with a well-defined date of the twelfth 
century (we think about the year 1150), and the record 
of a visit there at that time. 

All these go to show that the Northmen did visit our 
extreme northern shores at an early period; and we feel 
a cariosity to know what the antiquaries of Copenhagen, 
to whom copies and casts of the Maine inscriptions have 
been sent, will say of them .—Providence Journal.

The Grand Council of Geneva has lately_ 

muted the sentence of death recorded against a girl named 
Pierrette Brunet, guilty of poisoning, to hard labour for | 
life. The Grand Council acted in deference to the aversion 
entertained in Geneva against capital punishment. It 
appears that the last instance of capital punishment in 
that town occurred in 1847, when it was with the utmost 
difficulty that a workman could be found to erect a guil¬ 
lotine. A man at length consented for a remuneration of 
300fr. After the criminal had been executed, no work¬ 
man could be found to take down the scaffolding; and 
the man who had erected it was compelled to take it down 
alone. After that day, the company of the latter, who 
was a respectable artisan, was shunned by all his former 
companions, and at length, disgusted with life, he com¬ 
mitted suicide by throwing himself off a rock. Geneva 
had at the time an hereditary executioner, who had ac¬ 
complished his duty on that sad occasion ; but shortly 
after the execution, he drowned himself in the Arve.”— 
Galignani. 

-Curious Social Phenomenon in France. —A trial 

that has lately taken place in the department of the Puy- 
de-dome reveals the existence of a community of crimi¬ 
nals, which really merits a passing notice as a curious 
phenomenon in the social history of the French of the 
nineteenth century. Three Auvergnats, named Esperat, 
Poulon and Yaulis, were tried four days ago by the court 
of assizes of the department for coining and issuing false 
money, and being clearly convicted were sentenced, the 
first two to seven, the last to five years’ hard labour, and 
each in addition to lOQf. fine. In the course of the trial it 
was stated that the canton of Saint Dier, to which the 
men belonged, is notorious for having time out of mind 
produced coiners, forgers of passports and certificates, 
and mendicants. Eight years ago, it was said, the village 
of Pontaloux, which is in the canton, was entirely peopled 
with false coiners, and the authorities, despairing of 
bringing them all to justice, adopted the extraordinary 
expedient of razing the village to the ground. The vil¬ 
lage has since been rebuilt, and is still filled with coiners; 
but with such secrecy do they carry on their operations 
that only once in twenty-seven years have the authorities 
been able to effect a seizure of false coin and of the im¬ 
plements and materials used in the manufacture. The 
forging of passports and certificates is managed with 
great skill, and on rather a large scale; and the inhabi¬ 
tants of the cantons, it appears, make use of them in 
levying contributions from the charitable. Since the

, r ——A Word with South Carolina.— We (London Dailu 
IWaij) have been repeatedly tempted of late to tell the 
editors of South Carolina newspapers that they need not 
reckon on the English sympathy they make so sure of in 
favour of their representatives, Brooks andKeitt; but 
we had no right to assume that the voice of the news¬ 
papers was certainly that of the State ; and, we waited 
the result of the elections. The elections have issued in 
the return of Messrs. Brooks and Keitt to Congress with¬ 
out opposition; and the electoral body has, therefore 
countenanced all the demonstrations made in laudation of 
the assault on Mr. Sumner in the Senate. When amidst 
this state of things we find Southern newspapers assum¬ 
ing that the old sympathy exists between the gentility of 
Europe and “ the chivalrous State of South Carolina ” we 
think it high time to inform them that they are mistaken , 
They say that Charles Snmner is disgraced in the eyes of 
all Europe, and that Brooks has upheld the honour of his I 
State in those same eyes. The delusion cannot be allowed 
to pass. South Carolina must know very well that the , 
British people were less royalist than she in the days of 
the revolution ; that they were ill informed and worse re- 1 
presented during the American war, and that they pre¬ 
sently began to rejoice, and have rejoiced ever since in 
the independence of “the American Colonies.” This 
South Carolina must know. There is something else 
which she does not know, and which it was time she was 
learning—that since that date the English people have 
advanced in political knowledge, virtue and manners, 
while Bhe has retrograded in the way that might be ex¬ 
pected from her adoption of oligarchical principles, work¬ 
ing under a Republican name in a slaveholding society ; 
and thus, such sympathy as there once was has died out., 
South Carolina has retrograded to a worse than mediaivai 
barbarism, in not only extinguishing freedom of debate 
under brute force, but in oonceiving of such violence as 
something to be boasted of. That which is in our eyes i 
mean, cowardly and brutal—the deliberate infliction of 
blows on a defenceless man—she supposes we shall admire 
She confidently asserts that we regard the aggressor as a 
hero, and his victim as disgraced and punished. Let them 
both come to England, and South Carolina will find her 
mistake. There is not a pot-house in England where the 
same decision would not be passed as was made by the 
prize-ring men in New York in their public-house—that 
Brooks, having struck a man when he wag down wag be¬ 
neath their companionghip.
